und made the cabinet's, final represen- 
tation in urging the emperor's abdica- 
tion. His majesty was in a high state 
of excitement, but the premier in the 
most humble but firm tone dwelt at 
length upon want of precaution and 
prudence of the emperor's 
policies 


hitherto, especially in diplomatic af- 


fairs whereby he was endangering the 
safety of the nation. The premier 
enumerated the facts of his majesty's 
duplicities which culminated in the 
dispatch 
of a 
deputation 'to 
The 


Hague peace conference and forcibly 
reasoned the uselessness of the em- 
peror's disavowal of his relation with 
The Hague affairs. 


LTnablo to successfully combat the 


logic of the premier's representation, 
the emperor sought a last refuge in 
the council of elder statesmen, doubt- 
less anticipating 
their 
sympathies. 


The council immediately 
convened. 


Four elders quickly responded and ap- 
peared before his majesty at 1 o'clock 
this (Friday) morning. 


Brought Him to It. 


The emperor's disappointment and 


surprise were boundless when 
they 


unanimously agreed with the minis- 
ters' advice. His majesty's mind was 
finally made up and he consented to 
the draft of an imperial rescript an- 
nouncing his abdication, which was 
placed before him for his signature. 


The emperor's condition was inde- 


scribable. Greatly agitated and per- 
turbed he signed the document and 
the seal was affixed amid impressive 
silence. 


Briefly the emperor in the Imperial 


rescript of abdication expresses his 
regret that during the forty-four years 
of his reign national calamities have 
followed in rapid succession and the 
people's 
distress became so aggra- 


vated that he deemed it now time to 
transfer the crown to the heir appar

Fort Leavenworth, Kan., July 19.— 


William January, alias Charles W. An- 
derson, for whose pardon a petition 
containing the signatures o£ 50,000 
persons, was presented to President 
Roosevelt three months ago, was re- 
leased from the federal prison here 
today. Anderson will return, to Kan- 
sas City, where he will engage in 
business. 


Anderson 
was 
convicted 
eleven 


years • ago for robbing an Oklahoma 
postoffice and sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary for three years. He escaped 
two years later and went to Kansas 
City, assumed the name of Anderson 
and married. In April this year, an 
ex-convict who had known January 
in the penitentiary, notified the war- 
den of the man's whereabouts and ae 
was re-arrested and taken back to 
Leavenworth. 
Owing to 
the ex- 


emplary life Anderson had led in Kan- 
sas City, his neighbors started a 
movement for his release. The news- 
papers took up the case with the re- 
sult that a petition which is said to 
have contained the largest number o£ 
signatures ever appended to an appeal 
for a pardon, was forwarded to Wash- 
ington. 
President Roosevelt review- 


ed the case and on recommendation 
of Attorney General Bonaparte, grant- j 
ed a pardon effective at the expiration 
of three months from the time of his 
re-arrest. 
January 
has 
proved 
a 


model prisoner. He says he will seek 
to have his citizenship restored, and 
if successful, will then ask the courts 
to change his name to Anderson for 
the protection of his wife and child. 


Plain William January is only the 


ordinary convict so far as the public 
knows. He sinned and paid the pen- 
alty. 
He broke jail and under the 


name of Anderson lived a model life. 
His shame was hidden from his wife 
and child and his neighbors. 
So far 


as they were concerned 
the 
black 


past was blotted out. 
He was de- 


termined to do right and be right. De- 
spite the constant gnawing at his 
heart, despite the visions that came 
to him at night when he saw himself 
in the convict's garb and the con- 
vict's cell, he plodded on and on and 
was winning the battle when a Kan- 
sas City convict who knew 
him 


"snitched." 


Torn From Home. 


Torn from the side of his wife, Wil- 


liam January again was dragged to 
prison. The second incarceration, was 
a greater blow than the first. His 
castles crumbled about, hira and be 
was buried in the ruins. The news- 
papers of Missouri told his story. The 
great heart of the state went out in 
sympathy to the unfortunate man. 
Monster petitions were started. They 
were signed by 37,000 Missourians. 
These petitions were forwarded to the 
president and clemency was 'granted.

Karlsruhe, July 19.—The third day 


of the trial of Karl Hau, who is ac- 
cused of the murder of his mother- 
in-law. Frau Molitor. at Baden Baden, 
on the sixth day of last November, 
brought a climax of dramatic interest 
at the morning session. 
Testimony 


was given by the sisters and brother 
of Hau's wife, who committed suicide 
sine the incarceration of her husband 
and the letters she wrote just before 
taking her life, 
together with the 


statement made by Hau after his last 
interview with his wife in jail on 
June 7, were read in court. 


Lieutenant Molitor, who is station- 


ed at Metz. swore he suspected Hau 
immediately after he heard of the 
murder of his mother. His explana- 
tion of the dispatch sent to Frau Moli- 
tor by Hau from Paris was that his 
mother, as Hau knew, was easily agi- 
tated and excited over bad news. 
The accused, therefore, sent the mes- 
sage saying her daughter, Olga, was 
dangerously ill, in the hope that its 
receipt would cause a stroke of 
apoplexy. 


"Describing his talks with the late 


Mrs. Hau. his sister, after his return 
from London, the lieutenant said his 
sister's first theory was that some 
enemy oi Hau had killed her mother 
iu order to throw suspicion on her 
husband. It fell to the lieutenant to 
explain to his sister all the circum- 
stances of the case pointing to the 
guilt of her husband, and this recital, 
he said, finally convinced her that 
Hau was the murderer. 


Broke Down and Grovelled. 


She broke down completely and 


grovelled on the floor in her struggle 
against conviction but finally yielded 
to the evidence. 
At her request the 


lieutenant cabled to Washington, ask- 
ing if his sister's patrimony of $15,- 
000 wag still in tne IJion Trust com- 
pany. 
The answer he received was 


that Hau had drawn all this money. 
Mrs. Hau said her husband had re- 
peatedly assured her that this money 
was still Inta.ct in the Trust company. 
After his sister became convinced 
that her husband was guilty -he sent 
a cablegram to her husband's counsel 
in London saying she was no longer 
able to maintain his innocence. 


The lieutenant next described his 


trip to Zurich to take possession of 
the papers left by his sister after her 
suicide. He tound poison in her hand- 
bag and assumed that she had taken 
poison before going into the waters 
of the lake where she met her death. 
Othewise he could not explain the 
suddeness of her 
ending, as 
Lina 


Molitor was an excellent swimmer. 


She left a letter addressed to the 


police saying the reasons for her act 
were easy to guess—her mother had 
been murdered, and her husband, the 
man she had loved above all else in 
the world, was said to be the mur- 
derer. "Death is bitter," the unfortu- 
nate woman wrote, "because of my 
little daughter."

partially flooded this morning. Stocks 
had been removed to places of safety 
and the damage in this direction was 
light. 
Truck gardens at Quindaro, 


on the outskirts of Kansas City, Kan., 
along the Missouri river, have been 
flooded, causing damage estimated at

To this the examiner would reply that 
he had no authority to examine the 
branch.. Heence the examiner could 
not tell what, the exact condition of 
the bank was. 


None of these branches disocunted 


paper, nor made loans, but they re- 
ceived deposits and honored checks. 
The officials contended that they had 
this right. The attorney general, in 
his opinion, and the auditor in a let- 
ter written by him to the officers of 
one of the banks, took the position 
that if these branches could perform 
any of the banking functions, they 
could perform all. And not being per- 
mitted to perform all could not be per- 
mitted to perform any.

singly and collectively, was born in 
the 
first 
constitutional convention 


which met In ISIS and passed a reso-j 
lution asking the first assembly to 
furnish a library. 
It was not until 


1S37 that library shelves came into 
style and the first sum appropriated 
for books was only S200, about what 
the average 
well 
equipped 
home 


would appropriate. 


In 1842 the assembly gave 5700 and 


a few years later $2,000 more was 
provided". 
Up until ten years ago the 


office of state librarian was the politi- 
cal lemon for service, 
a gift from 


some member 
of the 
assembly to 


some friend who had done service 
during a previous campaign in "sav- 
ing the country" from going to the 
other fellow. 
As a result much of 


the time little was done—much more 
attention was given to personal in- 
terests than to building up libraries. 
However, several of the incumbents 
of the office were lovers of books and 
this lead up to 
a 
selection and ar- 


rangements for books. 


Prof. Brown 
is entitled 
to much 


credit for his effort. 
One of the new- 


plans he has set in motion is a legis- 
lative 
reference 
department, 
for 


which a college man well up in politi- 
cal economy, 
sociology 
and library 


work is in charge. It provides a per 
fectly qualified statistician to gather 
data" for reports which go into the 
archives of the state. 
Prof. Linley, 


of Earlham, is in charge "of this de-, 
partment. Information is being gath- 
ered from over the state, collecting 
all books, periodicals and documents 
having historical value. 
These are 


catalogued and filed. 
Not long since 


the original survey of one of the pio- 
neer marts in Indiana was found in a 
dust covered heap of old documents 
—almost ready to be labeled "rub- 
bish;" 15,000 
old magazines 
have 


been 
collected 
and 
these 
can be 


drawn upon for filling up files in oth- 
er libraries over the state. 
Co-opera- 


tion of local libraries is solicited. It 
has been so arranged that any citizen 
can secure anv volume on application 
through his local library. The list of 
the best 
books 
for 
reference are 


made 
The purpose is .opportunity 


for anv man in the state to secure 
any book or magazine they may de- 
sire from the state library that will 
fc»lp them grow intellectually. 
The 


appropriation reached $4,000, which 
is being used to the best possible ad- 
vantage. 
At present 45,000 volumes 


are in the library, hut as compared 
with many other state libraries it is 
measerly stocked. 


The requirements for even the com- 


munity librarian is based upon an ex- 
lerinoental knowledge of books—love. 
or living near to the best authors 
and interest in helping others to these 
works.

ures by the Japanese government 
toward Korea as a nation and until 
the pacific intention of Japan is fully 
unuderstooci some agitation is natur- 
ally anticipated.

The soldiers arrived half an 


hour before the time of the intended 
dash of the Korean general from the 
barracks for the palace gate. 


New Emperor Enthroned, 


The ceremonies attending the ac- 


cession, of the crown prince to the 
throne were carried out at 10 o'clock 
this morning. 
In response to re- 


Quests, eight Japanese and other offi- 
cials, including Marquis Ito, with his 
military staff and many consul gen- 
erals, were received in audience at 
4:30 
p. m. 


After the accession of the crown 


prince, the former emperor took leave 
of t-e cabinet. ' 


General Hazegawa and his -troops 


still garrison the palace and a regi- 
ment from Ping Yang arrived at Seoul 
this morning to reinforce the twen- 
tieth regiment already here. 


Rioters Dispersed. 


This 
afternoon 
the 
rioters sur- 


rounding the premier's residence were 
dispersed by the Japanese police with 
the assistance of the artillery. 
The 


premier sought refuge in the palace, 
the other ministers going to the Japa- 
nese residency general. The cracks 
of rifles' continue to be heard and it is 
believed that a collision has occurred 
between Japanese police and Korean 
soldiers. 
If Japanese troops attack 


the Koreans, the state of unrest will 
be aggravated. 


REVOLT AGAINST JAPS. 


Ssoul, Kcrea, July 20.—Maddened 


toy iha enforced abdication of the em- 


peror, the Koreans 
rose 
In revolt 


against the Japanese yesterday. 


Korean soldiers who refused to obey 


their officers led the mob In the at- 
tack, ana rioting took place in all 
pans oj the city. 


The police admit that twenty-five 


Japanese were killed or wounded. 


The number of casualties amosg the 


Koreans is unknown. 


General 
Hasegawa, commander of 


the Japanese Imperial 
guards, has 


been placed In charge of the city. Mil- 
itary law has been established. 


Soldiers are guarding 
the foreign 


legations and consulates and patroll- 
ing the streets. 


Soldiers on Guard, 


All business is suspended. 
Japan- 


ese shops are closed amd guarded by 
soldiers. 


A heavy rain which fell last night 


aided the 
troops 
in 
clearing 
the 


streets. Last night the city was qaiet 
under military patrol. 


The emperor was greatly alarmed 


by the rioting. 
He sought to take 


refuge in the Russian consulate, hut 
the Japanese 
prevented him. At 7 


o'clock last night he sent by the min- 
ister of justice a long apologetic mes- 
sage to Marquis Ito to tha effect that 
he regretted that his ignorant subjects 
had caused violent commotion. 
He, 


therefore, relied upon Marqu!s Ito to 
take measures necessary to prevent 
further trouble. 


Mobs Form In the Night. 


The mobs which swept the city yes- 


terday formed Thursday night when it 
became known that the emperor was 
about to give up his throne. 


During the night a crowd of 3,000 


angry, excited 
Koreans 
surrounded 


the palace. 
It was driven away by 


troops. Again the crowd charged the 
palace gates and a second time it was 
driven back. 


Then a number of students attempt- 


ed to present a petition to the em- 
peror, but the police prevented them 
from doing so, driving them back east 
of the palace, where they remained 
all night making speeches and inciting 
the people to violence. 


Police Armed With Rifles. 


At midnight the outlook became so 


threatening that Chief of Police Maru- 
yama distributed carbines to the po- 
lice. 
Tha crowds in the streets in- 


creased in size during the night, but 
up to daylight there was no disorder. 


Daylight found the streets around 


the palace densely packed with peo- 
ple. 
The shops remained closed. 


As 
the 
day 
advanced 
enraged 


crowds assembled 
at various points 


throughout the city and inflammatory 
documents against the Japanese were 
freely distributed. 


Then Rioting Begins. 


Rioting began later in all parts o£ 


the city, the area of disturbance be- 
ginning" in the center of the city and 
gradually extending as the police and 
soldiers pressed the crowds back. 


Late in the day the Korean official 


Gazette appeared with the announce- 
ment of the abdication in favor of the 
crown prince, which, was signed by 
the emperor and seven ministers. 


At the Japanese residency Marquis 


Ito and Viscount Hayashl, in answer 
to an inquiry regarding the effect of 
the emperor's abdication, its import- 
ance in effecting a settlement of the 
whole Japanese-Korean situation, and 
whether or not it was in accordance 
with the plans of Japan, said they 
were not prepared at the present to 
make a statement. 


Ito Denies Pressure. 


Marauts Ito, however, desired it to 


be emphatically stated that both be- 
fore and during his audience Thurs- 
day, when the emperor and cabinet 
were weighing the question of abdi- 
cation, he refused any participation^ 
The emperor repeated his declaration" 
that he was not responsible for the 
sending of the Korean delegation to 
The Hague, and asked Marquis Ito's 
opinion of the cabinet's representa- 
tion regarding abdication. 
Marquis 


Ito replied that the matter wholly 
concerned the emperor of Korea and 
not himself, as the representative of 
the empire of Japan. 
Furthermore, 


Marquis Ito declares 
the cabinet's 


whole course of action was based on 
its own initiative. 


Japs Demand Annexation. 


The 
Japanese in Seoul, who num- 


ber 15,000, believe the emperor's ab- 
dication is only a prelude to the for- 
mal annexation of Korea by Japan. 
They are enthusiastic for annexation, 
and "meetings are being held to urge 
the mikado and his advisers to cut 
the knots which bind the situation 
and formally declare Korea a. part of 
Japan. 


American Spector Raised. 


The Japanese here do not believe 


that the question of The Hague depu- 
tation is of sufficient importance to 
annul the trip planned by Marquis Ito 
to Tokio and the sending of Viscount 
Hayashl 
here instead 
of Yamaza, 


therefore they think that the purpose 
of Hayashi was to divert the attention 
of the people from the question of 
America, where it is claimed that the 
government is unable to get satisfac- 
tion and to placate the nation by se- 
verity to the Koreans.
